Nkw York, Ooi 4. -The train bMliag 
the delegates to the latematioiuil OOB- 
gi'ess, w hiohlifl W«diliigtoii»l8:lS a. 
m. , arrived at fttm^ dty at 8 :15 o'olook 
yesterday aftanMMn, having been de- 
layed by hot boseiL Boon after the 
start it was dlMOvacad that Mr. Hender- 
son, the chainnaD of tha United Htatea 
delegation, was not on the train. He 
ha<l been left at the station, bnt by taking 
an express train managed to catch hia 
coUeagoeaat Baltimora where Dr. Stem- 
i>erg was also taken on the apeoial 
train. 

'i'his would not hare been possible 
ba«l not a delay oocnrrad through the 
neoessity for onttilijg off the sleeping 
oar "Russia." Aa the party was some- 
what smaller in nnmber than had been 
expected it was peaaible to out off one 
oar and render the train lighter without 
discommoding the excursionists. At 
this ]x>int it waa also diaoovered that 
the new enoina whiob hni been provid- 
ed to ham the train over the entire 
route had hiatad a bearing. A short 
time was w/ffMtt in an inoffeotual effort 
to get this in order, when another en- 
gine was substituted and the train pro- 
ceeded on its way. The new angina 
will pick up the train later.

HaUDfA, Mont, Ooi 4.— The Repub- 
lioana now estimate taoir nujuri^ in 
the state for governor at 100. while the 
Democrats chum Tofile's election by -KlvJ 
majoiity. The i>oliti(Ml com;)! exion of 
the legislature is still in do ibt the re- 
turns from Silver Bow county, which 
elects eleven membeia, being still iu- 
oompletft The result in this oounty 
will probably deoida the alaotion for 
governor, aa wall aa tho oontrol of the 
legislature. 

li«<turuH from outside preoinoto are 
coming in slowly. Carter s, Repub- 
lican, election to congress is no* con- 
ceded by the opjjosition. Both sides 
still claim the governorship. It may 
recjuire the otUoial count to determine 
the (luestiou, so close is the vote oo- 
tweeu Power and Toole. Tliis coanty 
shows remarkable Demoorntic gains and 
claims of mismanagement are heard 
from many sourcea The legislature 
still hangs in the balance, if .-silver 
Bow county givo.s but three Ilepul)iica;i(- 
oiit of eleven tha legislature will l>« ail 
right t he majority of the state ticiiet 
is Republican, but big flgiu'es have been 
knocked into splinters. Most of the 
Lewis and Clarke Republican county 
tickets have been elected by a small ma- 
jority, rhe count is proceeding slowlv 
ill largHi' precincts and it will be houis 
befora any dednita ualoulution oou bt- 
made wiw wfety. 

The Re..alt lu Wavhlngton. 

Seattle, W. T., Oct 4. - Returns 
from nearlv every county in the state 
indicate tnat the liepublicaus ele(;t 
John L. Wilson to congress, aud elect 
Ferry for governor by over 8,(XMJ ma- 
jority. There is about the same major- 
ity for the remainder of the ticket, in- 
cluding the candidate for supremo 
judge, Theodoie L. Htiles, who is un- 
der indictment in Tui;son. .\ri/.., for 
embezzlement The liepiiblieans prob- 
ably elect U» out of lOj member.s of the 
legislature. The coustitutiou is carried, 
anti prohibition aud woman suiTrage de- 
feated two to one. Olympia has a plu- 
rality for the capital. North Yakima 
and Elleiisburg following, but another 
election will decide this point. Tiie 
legislature will probably elect John Ii 
Allen delegate to congress, and ex-dov- 
emor Watson C. Utpiire seuutor.

WA.sHiNoroN, Oct. 4.— Maurice Adlor, 
the young man who was shot ou June 
20 lorit by Frank K. Ward, the well 
known dairyman, died at his home in 
thih oily at iiiiilniglit lust night .\dler 
was shot through the neck and the ver- 
tebrae fractured. The physicians pro- 
nounced the wound fatal a?id predicted 
Adler's death in forty-eight hours, but 
he lived uatil lost night.
